It is said beef may be

The 
lactic acid in the milk kills the germs 
of putrefaction.

They will retain their color and have 
a much better flavor. 
Peas may be cooked in the pods. 
W ash them and drop them in hot salt­ 
ed water. 
W hen the peas cook the 
pods will burst open, the pease be re­ 
leased and the pods rise to the top of 
tile water. 
No m atter how much 
dripping 
is 
used, fish when being fried is very apt 
to stick to the pan bottom. 
To pre­ 
vent this, before using your pan, put 
a tablespoonful of dry salt into it and 1 
rub well ail over with grease 
proof 
paper. 
To make sure w hether bread dough I 
has risen sufficiently for baking, press 
the finger in the dough, lf the hole re-j 
mains, the dough is in proper condi-i 
tion; if the dough rises and fills the j 
indentation, this shows that, it is in a 
condition to continue rising. 


Poached Eggs in Muffin Rings 
W hen frying or poaching eggs for 
breakfast, slip into the pan a muffin 
ring for each egg, break the egg into 
it, and when it has set as much as de­ 
sired, lift out with a cake lifter, ring 
and all, then remove the ring. 
The 
white of the egg is in a nice circue, 
and not only looks better and is ten­ 
derer because it is thicker, but it is 
easier to serve. 
The washing of the 
muffin rings is not as much trouble as 
trying to “slide” a broken egg to a 
plate from a hot frying pan. 


Mixed Fruit Ice 
Three oranges, three lemons, three 
bananas, one cupful 
dried 
apricots 
soaked 
several 
hours 
and 
cooked, 
three cupfuls of sugar, three cupfuls 
of water. 
Squeeze the juice from the 
oranges and lemons.

and apricots through a sieve. 
Cook 
the sugar and w ater together to make 
a thin syrup (ten m inutes).
